A New Comet. 


Mr Payp, one of the astronomers connected 


with the Observatory at Paris, France, at one 
o'clock on the morning of the 22d ult. discovered 
a cornet nenr the star Gamma, of Orion, the po-

—On the 22d of Nov. 1843, at 14 hnuts, 44 min- 
utes 11 seconds medium time at Pans, reckoned 
from mid-day, the right ascension of the comet 
was 81 deg.
